One of the subjects conspicuous by its absence

putting the British debt to the United States upon 
& paying basis. ft will be remembered, however, 
that at the time the arrangements were made with 
Great Britain for paying the debt considerable 
criticism was raised in this country against the 
provision that the British should be allowed to 
pay with Liherty bonds which we would accept #* 
par. 

The wisdom of that arrangement is now appar- 
ent. Some of the profits of it are in the pockets 
of many thousands of Americans. It prompted 
Great Britain to become a heavy buyer of Liberty 
bonds when those bonds were below par. That 
helped to bring the bonds above par, where they 
now are. That has meant money in the pockets 
of all the American’ ZAberty bond holders. And 
that rise in the value of the bonds automatically 
put Britain out of the market when the securities 
passed par. The result has been to put the Bank 
of England behind the stabilization of our Liberty 
bonds. That's good business. Also the rate of 
interest which England is paying is higher than | 
the rate at which our government can now borrow 
at home. That also is good business, and the Re 
publican administration deserves credit.

The strain, both 
physical and emotional, upon the im- 
mature, is like to be great, sometimes 
to be grave; undoubtedly from this 
cause some men and women become 
olé before their time. No girl is ever 
physically mature until her 21st year, 
and it were cruel to impose upon her, 
before that age, the perils and the 
physical stresses of motherhood. 

“The present tendency in civiliza- 
tion seems to be for late marriages, 
the man at 40, the woman at 30—a 
tendency said to be justified for social 
and economic reasons. This is a de- 
plorable status, in'my opinion, which, 
I believe, is that of most medica! men.” 


Lecky, in his “Map of Life,” says 
the age suitable for marriage depends 
largely on individual circumstances.

Fruit Salad Dressing. 


There dre so many delightful ‘com- 
Dinations of fruits that can be made 
salgdliike about now that we are in 
particular need of the dressings that 
will blend them into an ambrosial 
whole. It really should be a neutral 
or exceedingly light dressing, without 
onion, garlic, or much vinegar, and 
but the trifling bit of mustard, It is 
abhorrent to some persons to have 
any mustard in a fruit salad dress- 
ing, but since it must have a little 
piquancy, which the mixture of fruits 
usually hag not, a bit may reasonably 
be added. 

It has to be an exceptionally suave 
mayonnaise that can be used with 
fruits, even when it is thinned a halt 
with whipped cream, for the slightest 
raw taste of oil will be noted by the 
fastidious. . 

The following cooked dressing wil: 
have none, obviously: 

One egg, one cup sour cream, two

tablespoons of vinegar, one teaspoon 
of sugar or a little more. one teaspoon 
salt, one-fourth teaspoon miwstard. 
Whip the ese slightly, add to it the 
sour cream and vinegar, and whip thor- 
oughly. .Combine the wet mixture with 
the dry ingredients and cook, with con- 
stant stirring until the whole thickens, 
directly ovér a small fire, if a careful 
cook, otherwise in the double boiler. 
Unless one is quite expert, this will 
be of finer quality if done over water, 
because more evenly cooked, A grain 
of cayenne pepper may be added to the 
other dry ingredients to give the dress- 
ing a little more of thrill.
